The only harmonious rule on the subject of days of grace, would seem 
to be, that where time of payment is in terms given to the drawee — as 
after sight or after date, or by naming a future day — days of grace are to 
be computed and allowed to him ; but where the terms of the bill import 
immediate payment on presentation, its terms are, in this respect, to be 
pursued. Id.

We spe- 
cially commend the index to this volume, as one constructed upon the true 
principles of index-making, letting the reader at once into the very mat- 
ter in hand, fully, accurately, and succinctly. 

The preliminary statements are also carefully constructed, without ver- 
biage, and strictly confined to the points in controversy. We take great 
pleasure in commending the labors of the learned reporter to professional 
attention and consideration.
